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The  birth-rate  is  higher  than  that  for  last  year, 
and  the  death-rate  lower.  Diseases  of  the  heart  and 
circulation  were  the  cause  of  40;  ’ of  the  deaths;  various 
forms  of  cancer  caused  17/,  and  vas  cular  disease  of  the 
nervous  system  15.7/. 


79  deaths,  or  59;  of  the  total  deaths,  were  of 
persons  over  the  age  of  70  years,  end  of  these  18.6/  of  the 
total  were  over  the  age  of  80  years.

The  infantile  mortality  rate  shows  an  appreciable  fall 
from  the  high  rate  of  the  two  previous  37-ears.  There  were 
5 deaths  of  infants  under  1 year,  two  due  to  prematurit3^, 
one  due  to  asphjrxia  neonat  or  urn,  one  to  cardiac  failure 
and  broncho-pneumonia,  and  one  to  cirrhosis  of  the  liver.

The  cases  of  Para-typhoid  B and  of  Poliomyelitis  were 
all  admitted  to  the  West  Wales  Isolation  Hospital,  Tumble. 

The  cases  of  Para-tjrphoid  fever  all  originated  outside 
the  area,  and  there  were  no  contact  cases. 

TUBERCULOSIS 

8 cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified,  of  which  five 
were  respirator^/.  One  of  the  respirators?-  cases  was  admitted 
to  hospital  during  the  year.  There  was  one  death  due  to 
respiratory  tuberculosis. 

All  family  contacts  of  these  patients  are  urged  to 
attend  the  Chest  Clinic  for  examination  and  Chest  X-ray; 
but  while  families,  in  which  a case  of  tuberculosis  has 
occurred,  are  allowed  to  remain  under  overcrowded  conditions 
in  poor  cottages  which  are  badls?-  lighted  and  ventilated, 
other  efforts  at  controlling  the  spread  of  the  disease  are 
of  little  avail. 

The  Mobile  Unit  of  the  Mass  Radiography  Service-  visited 
the  County  in  the  Autumn,  and  spent  one  day  at  Newport,  and 
2 dajT-s  at  Crymmych.  Persons  from  the  area  were  also  able  to 
attend  at  Fishguard  and  Cardigan.

Records  were  received  of  i 6 9 children  immunised, 
and  311  given  reinforcing  injections. 


While  the  figures  for  immunisation  are  very 
satisfact oiyyy  the  records  of  vaccination  are  very  low. 

This  is  a cause  for  concern,  because  there  have  been  out- 
breaks of  smallpox  in  various  parts  of  the  country  of 
recent  years , and  while  the  precentage  of  vaccinated  people 
remains  low,  there  is  reason  to  fear  the  more  common 
occurrence  of  this  preventable  disease.
